Jack  was  too  oad  to  go  to  bod  sad  he  ask  ns  to  go  out  and  have  coffee 
with  bin.  We  went  to  the  Southland  hotel  for  coffee  and  1 bad  sows  coffee  and  Jack 
had  scsis  grapefruit  julek.  He  acted  like  he  was  staaned  and  shacked  and  we  went  on 
haae.  That  waa  the  first  tins  Z ever  saw  taara  in  hla  ayes.  I get  out  of  bod  Sat- 
urday aomlng  and  woke  Jack  19  about  10  iOO  or  10i30  AK.  We  wat  had  TV  and  had  oof  fee. 
He  was  ati  l aad  and  very  sariy  for  the  President's  faally.  I had  sane  things  to  do 
so  1 left  the  house  around  noon.  I went  back  hosts  about  7 (30  PM  aad  Jaok  was  tat 
there.  I ate  a bit  aad  want  bask  out.  Z got  back  hone  about  10 (30  Saturday  evening 
and  Jaok  was  hose.  Jhek  told  as  he  had  to  go  te  the  club  and  check  up  on  swathing. 

Z went  on  to  bed.  When  Z got  up  thio  aornlng  about  9(00  AM  Jack  was  alaaping.  Jack 
heard  ne  walking  around  aad  ha  got  up.  Z could  tell  Jack  was  brooding  and  still 
■hook  cg>.  Its  watched  a church  seraon  on  T.  V.  and  Jack  kept  repeating  about  the 
President 's  faally  and  hew  sorry  ho  felt  for  Mrw  Kennedy.  Around  10(30  AM  he  told 
ne  he  was  going  te  take  Sheba,  his  dog  down  to  the  olub  share  the  rest  of  his  dogs 
were.  Jack  than  left  and  Z did 'at  aea  hin  any  sore.  Z want  down  to  the  Eatwall  on 
Main  street  and  had  ease  coffee . While  I was  at  the  Eatwall  I heard  Jaok  Ruby  had 
diet  Oswald.  Z havs  seen  Jack's  pistol  and  the  last  tins  Z saw  it  was  Thursday  digit. 
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
